G.S.R. 976. — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by the proviso to articl‘d 309 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby makes the folio wing rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the post of Assistant 
Librarian in the Department of Personnel, Cabinet 
Secretariat, namely: — 

1. Short title and Commencement. — These rule:; may 
be called the Department of Personnel (Assistant 
Librarian) Recruitment Rules, 1972. 

They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post 
specified in Column 1 of the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay, — 

The number of post, its classification and the scale of 
nay attached thereto shalt be as specified in columns 
2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment and other qualifications, — 

The method of recruitment to the said post, qualifica- 
tions and other matters connected therewith shall be 


as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule afore- 
said. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into, or contracted, a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into, 
or contracted, marriage with any person shall 
be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reser- 
vations and other concessions required to be provided 
for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard. 

Provided that Central Government may. If satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party to 
the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, 
exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

7. Power to relax: — Where the Central Government 
is of opinion that It Is necessary or expedient so to 
do, It may, by order and for reason to be recorded in 
writing relax any of the provisions of these rules with 
respect to any class or category of persons.

REGULATIONS 

Neyj Delhi, the 22nd July 1972 

G.S.R. 977. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (a) of article 318 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following regulations to amend the Union 
Public Service Commission (Members) Regulations, 1969, 
namely: — 

1. Short title and coemmencement. — (1) These regulations 
may be called the Union Public Service Commission (Mem- 
bers) Amendment Regulations, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2, In the Union Public Service Commission (Members), 
Regulations. 1969: — 

(a) in regulation 7, for the words “the Schedule” the 
word and figure “Schedule I” shall be substituted; 

(b) after regulation 17 the following regulation 
shall be inserted, namely: — 

“17A. 1 ravelling Concesson to member a tetiring 
from service .- — \ Member shall on his retirement 
be entitled to the grant of travelling allowance 
on the scale, and subject, to the terms and 
conditions, specified in Schedule II appended to 
these Regulations to enable him to proceed to 
the place where he intends to reside permanent- 
ly’’; 

(c) the .Schedule at the end shall be numbered as 
schedule I and after the Schedule as so numbered, 
the following schedule shall be inserted, namely, 

"Schedule II 
(See Regulation 17A) 

1, The Travelling allowance will be admissible in respect 
of the journey of the Member and members of his family 
from the last station of his duty to his home town and in 
respect of the transportation of his personal effects between 


the same places. The precise entitlement will b e as fol- 
lows: — 

(a) For journeys by rail/or stcamer/or both 

(i) Actual fares including the tax on fares, of the 
class of accommodation to which the Member was 
entitled on the date when he was lust on duty 
in respect of sell and montbers of his family, as 
defined in S. R. 2(8 J, No. allowance: for incidental 
expenses would be admissible. 

( ii ) Actual cost of transportation of personal effects on 
tbc scale admissible under S. R. 116(a) (l; (iUj w 

(b) I v'r journeys by road. 

(i) One mileage allowance for the Member, a second 
mileage allowance if two members of his family 
tj avel with him, and a third mileage allowance if 
more than two members of his family travel with 
him, at the rate applicable to the Member on the 
date when he was last on duty. 

(ii) Actual cost of transportation of personal effects on 
the scale admissible under S. R. 116 (a) (II) (iii), 

(c) For journeys partly by one mode of travel and partly 
by another. 

As admissible under sub-paragraphs (a) and (b) above 
in so far as they are respectively applicable. 

Note 1. The actual cost of transporting a motor car or 
other conveyance maintained by a Member before his 
retirement is not reimbursable under these Regulation, but 
motor car or conveyance may be treated as part of the 
personal effects for the purpose of the application of the scale 
referred to in sub-paragraphs (a) to (c) above 

Note 2, No. mileage allowance will be admissible for 
journeys between residence and the Railway Station or Bus 
terminal, as the case may be, at either and, 

(d) For jourenys performed in the Member's own car of 
In a private car between stations connected by rail/ Steamer. 

As admissible under sub-paragraph (b), limited to Rail- 
way/Steamcr fares admissible under sub-paragraph(a). 
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2. 1 he grant of the concession will be further subject to 
the following conditions, namely:— 

(0 The concession will be admissible by the shortest 
loutc trom the last place ot duly to tlie home town. 
The place declared to be the Home town lor the 
purposes of the leave travel concession shall be 
regarded as the home town for the purposes ol 
these Regulations. 

(ii) Where a Member wishes to settle down not in 
his home town but at another place, he may be 
permitted to avail of the concessions up to the 
latter place. In that event the amount reimbursable 
to him would be the amount which would have 
been admissible had lie actually proceeded to Ins 
home town, or the amount which would have been 
admissible had the latter place been the 'home town', 
whichever is less. 

(ni) The concession may be availed of by a Member 
who is eligible for it, at any lime during his leave 
preparatoiy to retirement, or within six months ot 
the date of his retirement. 

(iv) For the purpose of payment of claims of travelling 
allowance in respect of the family members, a 
member ot the retiring Member’s family who 
follows him within six months or precedes him 
by not more than one month will bo treated os 
accompanying him. The period of six months or 
one month, as the case may be, will be counted 
from the dale the retiring member himself 
actually moves, 'these time-limits will apply him 
in the case of transpoit of the personal effects of 
the retiring Member. 

(v) In the case of a person whose domicile is elsewhere 
than in India or who intends to reside permanently 
outside India after retirement, the concession will 
be admissible up to the railway station nearest to 
the port of his embarkation. In the case of such 
a person who travels by air, the concession of 
travelling allowance by rail/roud under these 
regulations will be admissible up to the ait-porl of 
emplanement for himself and members of his 
family, and up to the port of despatch for his 
personal effects. 

(vi) Jn the case of a Member who availed of the I. cave 
Travel Concession during one year preceding the 
date of retirement or commencement of leave pre- 
paratory to retirement as the case may be, the 
amount of travelling allowance admissible under 
these Regulations will be reduced by the amount 
of the cost of fares only for the foiward journey 
to the home town performed by the Member or 
the members ot his family, but the cost of trans- 
port of personal effects will be allowed to the 
retiring Member in full, as admissible. Such 
recovery will not made in respect of the I. cave 
Travel concession availed of by the Member him- 
self during the period of one year stated above, if 
owing to exigencies ot public service, he was not 
enabled to avail of the concession of the last 
occasion precceding the said period, 

3. The claim ot the retiring Member will be preferred on 
the Transfer travelling Allowance Bill form, alongwith the 
certificates required to be furnished in respect of the Claim, 
which will be countersigned by the Chairman, and in respect 
of such a claim preferred by the Chairman, by the successor 
in Office. 

4. Payment of Travelling Allowance claims under these 
regulations may he made by the Treasury Officer in relaxa- 

tion of rule 21 of the Central Treasury Rules, that is to say, 

he may make the payment of such claims even after the 
issue of a last pay certificate and without asking the retired 
Member to surrender the last pay certificate which will be 
required for the purpose of the finalisation of his pension.

RULES 

New Delhi, the 26th May 1972 

G.S.R. 980. — The Rules for a competitive Examina- 
tion to be held by the Central Public Works Depart- 
ment In 1972 for the purpose of Ailing vacancies in 
the grades of Junior Engineer (Civil) and Junior 
Engineer (Elect.) are published for general informa- 
tion. 

2. The number of vacancies to be Ailed on the results 
of this Examination will be specified in the notice 
issued by the Central Public Works Department. 
Reservations will be made for candidates who are 
ex-Servicemen and disabled Servicemen and for candi- 
dates belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes in respect of vacancies as may be 
Axed by the Government of India. 

Ex-Servicemen means a person who has served in any 
rank (whether as a combatant or not) in the Armed 
Forces of the Union for a continuous period of six 
months and who has been released otherwise than by 
way of dismissal or discharge on account of misconduct 
or In efficiency. 

Explanation. — For the purposes of these Rules 
“Armed Forces of the Union” shall include the Armed 
Forces of the former Indian States but does not include 
members of the following Forces, namely: — 

(a) Assam Rifles; 

(b) Lok Sahayak Sena; and 

. (c) General Reserve Engineer Force, 

Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/ 
Tribes mentioned in the Scheduled Castes/Tribes Lists 
(Modification^ Order 1950, read with the Bombay Re- 
organisation Act, 1960, the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 
1966. the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes Orders 
(Amendment) Act. 1950, the Constitution (Jammu and 
Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order, 1956, the Constitu- 
tion (Andamans and Nicobar Islands) Scheduled Castes 
Order. 1056 , the Constitution (Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands) S heduled Tribes Order, 1059, the Constitution 
(Dadra and Nagar Havell) Scheduled Tribes Order, 
1002, the Constitution (Pondicherry} Scheduled Castes 
Order, 1067, the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Uttar 
Pradesh) Order; 1967. the Constitution (Goa, Daman 
and Diul Scheduled Castes Order, 1968, the Constitution 
(Goa. Daman and Dlu) Scheduled Tribes Order. 1968 
and the Constitution (Nagaland) Scheduled Tribes 
Order, 1970. 

3. The examination will be conducted by the Central 
Public Works Department in the manner prescribed in 
appendix I to the Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the 
examination will be held shall be fixed by the C.P.W.D. 

4. A candidate must be either 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhuttan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, be- 
fore the 1st January, 1962, with the intention 
of permanently settling in India, or 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma. Ceylon and East African coun- 
tries of Kenya. Uganda and the United Repub 
lie of Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and 
Zanzibar} with the Intention of permanently 
settling in India 

Provided that candidate belonging lo categories (c) 
(d), (e) and (f) above shall be a person In whose 
favour a certificate of eligibility has'been issued 
by the Government of India. 
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Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be neces- 
sary in the case of candidates belonging to any of the 
following categories:;— 

(i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 

before the nineteenth day of July, 1948, and 
have ordinarily been residing In India. 

(ii) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 

on or after the nineteenth day of July, 1948, 
and have got themselves registered as citizens 
of India under Article 6 of the Constitution of 
India. 

(ill) Non-citizens in category (f) above who entered 
service under the Government of India before 
the commencement of the Constitution, viz. 
20th January, 1950, and who have continued in 
such service since then. Any such person who 
re-entered or may re-enter such service with 
break after the 26th January, 1950, will how- 
ever, require certificate of eligibility in the 
usual way. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility 
Is necessary may be admitted to the examination and 
he may also provisionally be appointed subject to the 
necessary certificate being given to him by the Govern- 
ment. 

5. (a) A candidate for this examination must have 
attained the age of 1 8 years and must not have attained 
the age of 25 years onl 1st July of the year in which 
the examination is held. 

(b) The upper age limit will be relaxable in the case 
of ex-Servicemen who have put in not less than six 
months continuous service In the Armed Forces of the 
Union, to the extent of their total service In the Armed 
Forces increased by 3 years. 

Provided that candidates admitted to the examination 
under this age concession will be eligible to compete 
for the vacancies reserved for ex-Servicemen only. 

Note. — The period of “call up service” of an Ex- 
Serviceman in the Armed Forces shall also be treated 
as service rendered in the Armed Forces for purpose of 
rule 5(b) above. 

(c) The upper age limit prescribed above will be 
further relaxable: — • 

(i) upto a maximum of five years if a candidate 

belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe; 

(ii) upto a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a bona fide displaced person from erstwhile 
East Pakistan (now Bangla Desh) and his 
migrated to India on or after 1st January, 1964; 

(lii) upto a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe and is also a bona fide displaced person 
from erstwhile East Pakistan (now Bangla 
Desh) and has migrated to India on or after 1st 
January, 1904; 

(iv) upto a maximum of five years if a candidate is 
a resident of the Union Territory of Pondi- 
cherry and has received education through 
the medium of French at some stage. 

(v) upto a maximum of three years If a candidate 

it? a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Ceylon and has migrated to India on or after 
1st November. 1964: under the Indo-Ceylon 
Agreement of October. 1904, 

(vl) upto a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe and Is also a bona fide repatriate of 
Indian origin from Ceylon and has migrated 


to India on or after 1st November, 1904 under 
the Indo-Ceylon Agreement of October, 1904. 

(vii) upto a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a resident of the Union Territory of Goa, 
Daman and DIu; 

(viii) upto a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is of Indian origin and has migrated from 
Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic of 
Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

fix) upto a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
1 st June, 1903; 

(x) upto a maximum of eight years if a candidate 

belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe and is also a bona fide repatriate of 
Indian origin from Burma and has migrated to 
India on or after 1st June, 1963: 

( xi) upto a maximum of three years In the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during hostilities with any foreign 
country or in a disturbed area and released as 
a consequence thereof; and 

fxii) upto a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled Jn opera- 
tions during hostilities with any foreign' coun- 
try or in a disturbed area, and released as a 
consequence thereof, who belong to the Sche- 
duled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMITS 
PRESCRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

0. Candidates must have passed /obtained diploma in 
Civil /Electrical/Mechanica] Engineering recognised by 
the Central Government or equivalenf thereto or any 
other higher qualification. 

Note— A candidate who has appeared at an examina- 
tion passing of which would render him eligible to ap- 
pear at this examination but has been Informed of the 
result, may apply for admission to this examination, 
A randidate who intends to appear at such a qualify- 
ing examination may also apply provided the qualifvlng 
examination is completed before the commencement of 
this examination, Such candidates will be admitted to 
the examination if otherwise eligible but the admission 
would be deemed to be provisional and subject to can- 
cellation if thev do not produce the proof of having 
passed the examination as soon as possible and in any 
case not later than two months after the commence- 
ment of this examination. 

(1) No person 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into 
or contracted a marriage with any^pdlson, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the service. 

Provided that the Central Government may. If satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party to 
the marriage and thpre are other grounds for so do- 
ing. exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

8, A candidate alreadv in Government Service, whe- 
ther in, a permanent or femnorary capacity, must obtain 
prior permission of the Head of the Department to ap- 
pear for the Examination. 

9. A candidate must he In good mental and bodily 
health and free from anv physical defect likely to Inter- 
fere with the efficient discharge of his duties assigned 
to the post. A candidate who after such medical exa- 
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mlnation as may be prescribed by the competent autho- 
rity, Is found not to satisfy these requirements, will not 
be appointed. Only such candidates as are likely to be 
considered for appointment will be medically examined. 

Note. — In the case of the disabled ex-Defence Ser- 
vices personnel, a certificate of fitness granted by the 
Demobilisation Medical Board of tho Defence Services 
will be considered adequate for the purpose of appoint- 
ment. 

10. The decision of tho Controller of Examination 
concerned as to eligibility or otherwise of a candidate 
for admission to the examination shall be final. 

11. No candidato will be admitted to the examina- 
tion unless he holds a certificate of admission from 
the Controller of Examination concerned. 

12. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in para 
6(11 of the Central Public Works Department’s Jiptice. 

13. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to ot- 
tain support for his candidature by any means giay 
disqualify him for admission. 

14. A candidate who is or has been declared by the 
Controller of Examination concerned guilty of im- 
personation or of submitting fabricated documents or 
documents which have been tampered with or of mak- 
ing statements which are incorrect or false or of sup- 
pressing material information or otherwise resorting to 
any other irregular or improper means for obtaining 
admission to the examination or of using or attempting 
to use unfair means in the examination hall or of 
misbehaviour in the examination hall, may, in addition 
to rendering himself liable to iminal prosecution: 

(a) be debarred permanently 0 r for a specified 
period 

(i) by the Controller of Examination concerned 
for admission to the remaining papers of the 
examination, if any, and/or appearance at 
any interview held by the C.P.W.D. for selec- 
tion of candidates, and 

(il) by the Central Government from employment 
under them; 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the ap : 
propriate rules, if he Is already In service under 
Government. 

15. After the examination, the candidates will be ar- 
ranged by the Chief Controller of Examination in the 
order of merit as disclosed by the aggregate marks finally 
awarded to each candidate and in that order so many 
candidates as are found by the Chief Controller of 
Examination to bp qualified by the examination Shall be 
recommended for appointment upto the number of un- 
reserved vacancies decided to he filled on the results of 
the examination. 

Provided that the candidates belonging to any of the 
Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the 
extent the number of vacancies reserved for the Sche- 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes cannot be filled on 
the basis of the general standard, be recommenced by 
the Chief Controller of Examination by a relaxed stan- 
dard to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, 
subject to the fitness of these candidates for selection 
to the Service, Irrespective of their ranks in the order 
of merit at the examination. 

Provided further that ex-serviccmen belonging to any 
of the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes may, 
to the extent the number of vacancies reserved for the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes cannot be 
filled on the basis of the general standard, bo recom- 
mended by the Chief Controller of Examination by a 
relaxed standard, to make up the deficiency in the quota 
reserved for them out of the quota of vacancies re- 
served for ex-serviccmen, subject to the fitness of 
these candidates for selection to the Service irrespective 
of their ranks in the order of merit at the examination. 


the Service irrespective of their ranks in the order of 
merit at the examination. 

16. Due consideration will be given, at thajifiiTie of 
making appointments on the results of the examination, 
to the preferences expressed by a candidate for various 
Zones at the time of his application (cf. Col. 23 of the 
application form). 

17. The form and manner of communication of the 
result of the examination to individual candidates shall 
be decided by the Chief Controller of Examination in 
its discretion, and he will not enter Into correspondence 
with them regarding the result. 

18. Success In the examination confers no right to 
appointment, unless Government are salfcfled after such 
enquiry as may be considered necessary that the candi- 
date is suitable in all respects for appointment to the 
post. 

10. Conditions of service relating to the posts to which 
recruitment is being made through this examination are 
briefly stated in Appendix II.

Failure to show sufficient progress In the course of 
training or to pass the tests may result In the discharge 
of the probationer from service. At present a Junior 
Engineer has t 0 pass the Departmental Examination in 
Simple Accounts within 2 years of his appointment. 

3. On the conclusion of the period of probation, the 
appointing authority may confirm the Junior Engineer 
on probation or If his work or conduct has in the opi- 
nion of the appointing authority been unsatisfactory, 
he may either be discharged from service or his period 
of probation may be extended for such further period 
as the appointing authority may think fit. 

4. Persons recruited to the Junior Engineer’s grade 
will be posted to one of the offices of the CPWD located 
preferably, m the area for which preference has been 
given by the candidate in his application. He may, 
however^ at any time be transferred to any other office 
of the CPWD located anywhere In India. 

5. Persons recruited t 0 the Junior Engineer’s grade 
will be eligible for promotion tQ the grade of Asstt. 
Engineer ( Civil) or Asstt. Engineer (Elect.) in Central 
Engineering Service Class II and Central Electrical 
Engineering Service Class II in the grade of Rs. 350- 
25-500-30-590-EB-30-800-EB-30-830-35-900 in accordance 
with the rules In force from time to time in this behalf. 

0. Entitlement to leave, medical facilities and other 
conditions of service for the persons recruited through 
this examination will be the same as for Central Govern- 
ment employees of equivalent status. 

Junior Engineers will be eligible for confirmation and 
promotion in accordance with the rules in force from 
time to time in this behalf.
